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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the teaching of Cooper can 
not be applied to Applicant's admitted prior art, since the fluid does not flow trough the motors at the same time. Applicant states that the 
functionality of the tilt cylinder (52) is limited by the volume of fluid displaced by the rod end of the lift cylinders (22, 24), when the lift 
cylinders are also actuated. 

Applicant argues that the teaching of Truax can not be applied to Applicant's admitted prior art, since the teaching of Truax has nothing to 
do with passing fluid through from one motor to the next, does not have solenoid operated control valves and instead has an actuator 
which rides on cam surfaces to close a second valve. 

In both of these arguments, applicant has focused on the differences between the teaching reference and the other references. One of 
ordinary skill does not focus on the differences, but on the similarities and the teachings. In the first instance, Cooper is similar to 
Applicant's admitted prior art, since both teach ways to connect fluid motors in series. Truax is similar to Applicant's admitted prior art, 
since both teach ways to control fluid motors driving mower blades. One of ordinary skill in this art would know how to apply the teachings 
of Cooper and Truax to Applicant's admitted prior art, even though some of the details are not the same.. 
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
